A RUNAWAY RAM. 


The Torpedo Boat’s Whereabouts 
Not Yet Discovered, 


re 


She is Supposed to Have Gone on a Fenian 
Expedition—DVescription of the Little En- 
gine of Destruction. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 12.—J. P. Holland’s 
torpedo ram, the disappearance of which was 
reported vesterday, had not returned to her 
old berth, at Frank Gorkey’s ship-yard, 
when a reporter called there, nor had her 
owner, Mr. Holland, beenseen. Mr. Gorkey 
was found in the hold of a canal-boat which 
he is repairing, and, when questioned as to 
eth whereabouts of the ram, replied he had 
not the least idea where she was, _ “I do not, 
however,” said he, “feel the least alarm 
about her safety, for Il regard her as a per- 
fectly safe boat, and the engineer is a com- 
petent and careful man.”’

A Girl Sues a Septuagenarian for 
Breach of Promise.

She admitted having written a 
large number of letters to Mr. Bruce de- 
manding money, and on cross-examination 
acknowledged that many of the allegations 
in the letters were not true, but were written 
for the purpose of getting money.

Ex-Congressman Butterworth and Sen 

ator Sherman Discuss Them. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 12.—A Washington 
special to the Tribune says: Ex-Congress- 
man Butterworth, of Ohio, who has been ap- 
pointed in the place of Ex-Congressman 
Crowley, to assist the United States District, 
Attorney in the prosecution of the South 
Carolina election cases, arrived in Washing- 
ton to-day. He has received his commission 
and instructions and will goto South Car- 
olina as soon as practicable. Maj. Butter- 
worth spoke very hopefully in regard to the 
prospects of tepublican success 
in the coming contest in Ohio. He 
velieves that the liquor question will be 
put on such a basis by the action of the 
Legislature that it will not injure the Repub- 
licans. Major Butterworthisone of the men 
most prominently mentioned as the Repub- 
tican nominee for Governor, and he is there- 
fore strictly noncommittal on the subject of 
candidates for that office. lie did say, how- 
ever, that if Senator Sherman would accept 
the nomination his, candidaéy would awaken 
the utmost enthusiasm in the Republican 
ranks. He understood, however, that Mr. 
Sherman would under no circumstances al- 
low his name to be used. He thought Mr.

A YANKTON MYSTERY. 


D. A. Calhoun, of St. Louis, Dies Under Pe- 
culhar Circumstances. 

On last Sunday D. A. Calhoun, who for a long 
time was Keeper of the bird-house at the Zoologi- 
cal garden, was found dying on the floor of his 
room in Yankton, D. C.,~dead, There was a ter- 
rible gash across his stomach, and he had died in 
great agouy.

Thomas, the people with whom he was living, 
weut out for an. atternoop call, leaving about 2:30. 
When they returned at 5 p.m. Mr. Calhoun was 
lylug on the floor: dead, having, while alone, 
stabbed himself several times with a penkhife, 
and made a large cut across his bowels, causing 
death from loss of blood. ‘This action was brought 
about, in my Opinion, by remorse, and possibly he 
was laboring under a fit of temporary insanity, as 
he had shown symptoms of insanity several times, 
l might add that the Kiin of brick was not entire- 
ly satisfactory to him, and it seemed to trouble 
him. though no one blamed him in the ieast.’’

The family are disinclined to believe that 
Calhoun committed suicide. They deny that 
he- was a drinking man. In fact, so 
far as they knew he has not tasted liquor in seven 
rears. He has been corresponding regularly with 
iis family, and his letters are ofa cheerful turn 
The family have information that some- 
thing like over a week ago, he had trouble with 
some one of lis associates. They look upon sui- 
cide by stabbing inthe belly, as an improbabie 
means to be taken, and until satisfied beyond 
doubt by the Coroner's inquest, that it was a case 
of suicide, they will cling to the idea of tou! play.

PETE CONNELLY. 


A Noted St: Louis Tough Dies in 
the Hospital.

His Career—His Death Caused by a Row ing 
Saloon—Other Coroner's Cases. 


At nine o'clock this morning Pete Connelly 
died at the City Hospital from injuries received 
last Monday night at Callahan McCarthy’s sa- 
loon, on Nineteenth and O'Fallon streets. Deputy 
Coroner Renick was at the institution to obtain the 
Superintendent’s statement concerning the death 
of Wm. Luadon, who was fatally stabbed, when 
Connelly died. Tne body was taken to the 
Morgue with those of Henry Thomas and Wn. 
Luddon. Dr. Dean in his statement said that Con- 
nelly was admitted tothe Hospital Monday night 
while in an unconscious condition. He ralhed 
slightly but again went into a state of coma, and 
during the time he wasin the hospital made no 
statement as to how he received his injuries 
which consisted of three large wounds in ibe 
head. Qn last Monday night Connelly went to 
Callahan McCarthy's saloon and called up two 
men who were sitting at the table to take a drink, 
When epee were returned to the counter 
Mr. McCarthy stood awaiting the payment. Con- 
nelly looked at him for a few moments and then 
asked, “What are you looking at me for?’ 

“I’m waiting for the pay for those drinks,” 
McCarth replied. At this Connelly 
laughed in the bartender’s face and turned away, 
Angered by this conduct McCarthy seized a base 
ball bat and dealt Connelly a blow. Connelly stac- 
gered back and put his hand to hip pocket. - 
Carthy Knew the man’s reputation and fearing 
that he would draw a revolver 
he struck Connelly twice. sending him to the 
floor. Assistance arrived and Mr. McCarthy sur- 
rendered bimself at the Third District Station. 
Connelly was taken to the City Hospital, and on 
Tuesday Mr. McCarthy gave bond, with Messrs, 
Halloran and Lawrence Harrigan as securities. 
Connolly had as bad areputation among the 
police asa man of his age and circumstances 
could support. Afew years ago he assaulted 
Officer Godfrey and broke his jaw. Shortly aftera 


hard fight with Sergeant Gus Massman, 
Connelly served a term in the _ peniten- 
tiary for an assault .to kill, and

— TERRORS OF LEVEL CROSSING 

The trial of the Huckshold damage suit against 
the Iron Mountain Ratlroad Company 1s reached 
toadlay in Judge Adams’ court. The plaintiffs 
claim %5,000 damages on accou.l of the loss of their 
gon’s life. Géitlicb Huckshold,a lad of seventeen, 
was reuurning home in a wagon from work at the 
Vulean. foundry early in the morning and was 
crossing the Tron Mountain railroad track at 
Catalan street when a locomotive dashed along 
andran over him, causing po ets which resulte 
jn death. In behalf of the p aintiffis it is claimed 
that there was no alarm bell sounded and the lo- 
comotive Was running backwards without a head- 
light. It is further alleged that 
no watchman was vlaced at the crossing, and 
that two freight cars on aside track obstructed 
the view in the direction in which the locomotive 
was approaching. On the part of the defense the 
familiar plea of contributory negligence fs set up. 
During the _ past five years the Iron 
Mountain Railroad Company has — had 
to pay large sums of money accorded by juries to 
parents and widows as compensation for loss of! 
life at street crossings, and the litigation still 
goes on. Most of the accidents have been located 
op the Carondelet street crossings.

From their accounts of his coolness, nerve 
and judgment we concede that here is a com- 
bination and a form indeed upon which each 
god doth seem to set his seal, to give the 
world assurance of a successful angler, and 
we unhesitatingly advise the public to take 
the current fish-stories from Florida at some- 
thing less than the usual discount. 


EMPLOVERS’ LIABILITY. 

In Great Britain, as eminent actuaries 
have shown, one death in every twenty-eight 
is from violence or fatal casualty. Of every 
10,000 persons living, eight annually die 
violent deaths, and one person in every eight 
meets with an accidental injury every. year. 
But when the computation is restricted to 
railway employes on passenger trains it is 
shown that more than three times as many, 
or twenty-five of every 10,/ 00, die by fatal 
accidents every year, whilegof railway em- 
ployes on freight trains thirty-five out of 
every 10,000 are annually killed. These 
figures illustrate the dangerous nature of 
railway employment and the disparity. be- 
tween the danger of the paysenger service 
and thet of the freight service. This dis- 
parity was believed to be greatly owing to 
the fact that the English railways were pay- 
ing damages to the amount of $1,500,000 a 
year for injuries to passengers and nothing 


‘for injuries to employes. 


Attention was directed to the necessity fora 
change of law to make the railways more 
careful of the lives and limbs of their 
employes by giving the latter a conditional 
claim for damages. ‘The old English com- 
mon law, to which Missouri still adheres, 
‘was succeeded by anew act of Parliament 
called the Employers’ Liability Act, under 
the carefully guarded provisions of which an 
employe, disabled by accident without con- 
tributory negligence on his part,may recover 
three years’ wages fromthe employer. This 
extension of the employer’s liability was 
stoutly opposed on the ground that em- 
ployes would be tempted to multiply acci- 
dents, and would use the advantage it gave 
them so ruinously as to destroy many im- 
portant industries and all good feeling be- 
tween employers and workmen. But more 
than two years’ experience of its operations 
has shown no suchresults. In more than 
two-thirds of the cases of injury the em- 
ploye has forfeited his claim toindemnity by 
hisown fault, and the other cases are coy- 
ered by accident insurance policies for which 
the employes gladly compound their claims 
for indemnity in advance, at certain rates, 
graded according to their weekly wages. We 
believe our B. & O. R. R. has voluntarily 


adopted the policy of insuring its 
employes against fatality and disabil- 
ity, and that a properly guarded 


extension of the employers’ liability to em- 
ployes under our law would result, as in 
England, in a system of employers’ liability 
insurance companies, with great benefit to 
all concerned 

The slave was protected by his owner's 
property interest and responsibility for his 
maintenance when disabled, but under our 
present system of laws the laborerin our 
highly organized industries is exposed to 
more danger than a soldier in time of war, 
without indemnity or recourse. An ill- 
managed and greedy corporation may kill 
him, or make him a pauper cripple, and if it 
can show that some co-employe violated its 
rules, the sufferer must go to the Poor- 
house and be supported by the general pub- 
lic. Employes are often constrained by the 
company to violate its rules andthe law of 
the land, and still the company escapes re- 
sponsibility by making a ,scapegoat of some 
technically guilty co-employe. England be- 
came ashamed of her old law on this subject, 
but Missouri adheres to it, and will continue 
to enforce it until the multitude of her labor- 
ers in mines, mills, quarries, factories and 
railway service insist on a juster measure 
of protection from danger and injuries for 


y which they, themseives, are not blamable.

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

Looking at the success of the Gas Com- 
pany and thinking of the cost at which it 
has been achieved, one cannot help but con- 
gratulate the city that it did not enter in the 
heads of our revered but somewhat obtuse 
municipal ancestors. to grant other ‘“‘ex- 
elusive’ privileges. Forty years ago the city 
fathers in their innocence gave to certain 
persons an exclusive right to sell gas in the 
city, and the result is that in forty years 
thoge fortunate persons, as the result ef an 
outlay of $40,000 in cash, own property which 
is valued in the market at four millions, 
which has paid them more than four mil- 
lions in dividends and which is now produc- 
ing a net revenue of three hundted thousand 
dollars. Considering the wealth and = re- 
sources of St. Louis at the time, this was a 
generous donation to make to a few citizens 
who had not then and who bave not since 
earned it by superior public spirit or eminent 
service. 

But, instead of grudging the Gas Compa- 
ny its exclusive franchise, we are disposed to 
rejoice that they left us what we have. Our 
fecling is rather thatof the minister who 
passed around his hat for a collection and 
rejoiced that he got his hat back. The right 
to sell gas naturally suggests the right to 
sell coal. Suppose the city had thought of 
giving the St. Louis Gas Conipany the ex- 
clusive right to sell coal at a price not to ex- 


ceed fifty esnte a bushel! A little bread mon- 
opoly would have been in keeping with the 
spirit of the age, and citizens of exception- 
al influence might have obtained the privi- 
lege of setting up toll-gates on Fourth street 
and the Levee and Market street. Think of 
the possibilities of a St. Louis Bar Company 
with an exclusive privilege of selling two 
cents’ worth.of whisky for fifteen cents. 

All of these little monopolies we might 
have had, but we have them not, and every 
patriotic citizen of St. Louis will rejoice 
more heartily over the ninety-nine dangers 
we have escaped than mourn over the dan- 
gers we have incurred. All and sundry of 
the privileges our fathers might have grant- 
ed but did not grant weredoubtles withheld 
through a reluctance to give away what they 
did not own. But if they did not own the 
right to set up these monopolies, how did 
they come to set up the gas monopoly? 


THE DULL SEASON. 

“Happy is the nation whose annals are 
dull.” This then should be one of the hap- 
piest nations of the earth. England is not 
happy, and her annals are not dull. The 
newspapers are even getting out extra 
editions with details of the late dynamite 
sensations, an unusual circumstance, which 
shows with painful certainty how excited is 
the English pulse. France is dancing on a 
volcano; the Emperor of Germany is shbarp- 
ening his teeth to bite off the head of Den- 
mark for having tolerated a Congress of the 
hated Socialists; Russia is not happy; Spain 
and Italy are not happy, because in Spain 
the Black Hand shows itself with painful 
frequency, while in Italy the Irridentists 
insist on making war with Austria. 

How happy are we in comparison. Our 
politics have at times been invidiously com- 
pared to a machine, but our Government is a 
Beautiful machine, which performs its func- 
tiens automatically. ‘The head of the nation 
is absent from the seat of Government. Be- 
yond the reach of the mail and the telegraph, 
in the remote recesses of Florida, under the 
orange trees which drop their fragrant blos- 
soms into the pellucid waters of the Kissi- 
mee River, where only the eye of the ubiqui- 
tous reporter can reach him, rumors come 
that he is giving quarters to pappooses and 
swapping jack-knives with aboriginal Tom 
Tigertails. When he is asked about the po- 
litical situation in Ohio his brief reply recalls 
the remark of Lieutenant Paa@nrx when 
sent by the Government to dam the Gila 
River. 

The President is away and the Vice-Presi- 
dent is away, and the mighty affairs of State 
are put on file to cool off, England may 
want to bulldoze us about our protection to 
dynamite fiends, and BISMARCK may make 
insidious aspersions against the character of 
the American hog, but. what do we care’ 
The clerks yawn wearily in the depart- 
ments, and after reading the morning pa- 
pers through wish the closing hour would 
come; the cobwebs festoon the desk of the 
Secretary of the Navy; the Secretary of the 
Treasury wears a green patch over one eye, 
and is unable to see with the other, but the 
nation is aH the happier the less it is govern- 
ed, and pities other nations which are con- 


demned to lives of excitement and worry.

Hag Bakir’s Crimes. 
From a Catro Letter. 

At Tanta last Friday an hereditary mur- 
derer was executed whose crimes reca!! those 
ferocious acts known to have occurred at 
Milan early in the sixteenth century. 

The criminal who thus suffered the nal- 
ty of death was named Hag Bakir el Gazar, 
and his own history, as weil as his family 


traditions, furnish a most revolting record of . 


hereditary crime. Hag Bakir’s grandfather 
was beheaded by order of ihrahim Pacha for 


Hag Bakir’s father

brother took an active partin the massacres 
in Syria in 1860, and both were executed by 
order of Gen. Hautpool, the commander of 
the French troops who were at that time sent 
to Syria to quell the disturbances. Hag Bakir 
himself escaped to Constantinople, w he 
married an American girl. Becoming dis- 
contented with married life, he sewed his 
wife up in a flour sack and threw her into 
the Bosphorus. Being oa with this 
crime, he was found guilty and sentenced to 
death. He suddenly disappeared from 
stantinople six days before the date fixed for 
his execution. 

Hag Bakir next turned up in t, where 
he established himself as a butcher in the 
village of ‘al-el-Haddadin, near Tanta. 
The shop next door to thatof Hag Bakir was 
also a butcher’s shop, and was kept bya 
Greek named Costi. On the 13th of last 
July, when the Christians wore —— Mas- 
sacred by the Egyptians, Hag Bakir suddenly 
turned upon Costi and killed him. The trial 
that terminated a few days ago brought to 
light the terrible fact that Hag Bakir, as 
svon as his victim was dead, dragged 
body to his house, whence in the night he 
removed it to his butcher shop, where he 
skinned it, eut it up and soid the human 
flesh the next day for veal at the rate of two 
piastres the oka—three cents per pound.

please let me know, and [ will send further 
particulars. Address Capt. G. G. Lone. 

“Indianapolis, Ind.. Mech 5, 1883.” 

We were shown the letter yesterday b 
Col. Gregg, and it looks dingy and old, It 
is covered with stains resembling blood, and 
one corner of itis cut asif a ballof some 
kind came in contact with it. Mrs, Gregg 
does not remember now who she infrust- 
edit to, but the poor fellow who was tryin 
to get it to its destination was no doubt kill- 
ed in battle before he reached Col, Gregg, 
and it fellinto the hands of Capt. Long, 
who forwarded it to Mrs. Gregg. Col. Gre 
has addressed Capt. Long, and is patiently 
awaiting a reply giving the particulars 
referred to. 

The letter contained a lock of the hair of 
Harvey, the baby then, but the young man 
now, neatly done up with ribbon, upon 
which was written: “* A kiss for papa.i”’ 
This is also returned with the letter forward- 
ed by Capt. Long.
